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Y sprinters Fredericks, Kayode 
contend for 200m gold today

Two BYU student-Olympians will 
fight over the same gold medal this 
morning in the finals of the 200-meter 
dash. 

Frank Fredericks and Oluyemi 
Kayode each finished in the top four in 
their respective semifinal heats 
Wednesday to earn berths in the fi- 
nal, which will be run at 10:40 a.m. 

Fredericks, a graduate student 
from Namibia, and Kayode, an under- 
graduate from Nigeria, appeared to 
be in top form, unlike Michael John- 
son of the United States. In a stun- 
ning development, Johnson, the 
world champion and gold medal favor- 
ite in the 200, failed to qualify for the 
final. 

Johnson fell ill three weeks ago and 
lost five pounds due to food poisoning 
and was unimpressive in early heats. 

Fredericks, himself a favorite for a 
medal before the games began, had 
beaten Johnson in a 200-meter final in 
April. That win ended Johnson’s 
streak of 22 straight wins over a pe- 
riod of two years. 


Fredericks won his heatinatimeof | 


20.14 seconds. Kayode finished fourth 
in his heat in 20.23. American Mike 
Marsh won that heat by setting an 
Olympic record in 19.73. 

The world record is 19.72. 

Fredericks, who will be studying 
business in the fall, is no longer eligi- 
ble to compete for the Cougars, but 
BYU will get Kayode back for the 
next track season. 

In the heat, Johnson ran in lane two 
and Fredericks in lane three. In the 
200, runners begin from a staggered 
start in one turn of the track and then 
speed the second 100 meters down a 
straightaway at more than 20 mph. 

“Frank Fredericks is actually bet- 
ter at 200 meters than he is at 100 
meters,” Olympic TripleCast com- 
mentator Marty Liquori said 
Wednesday. 

Liquori speculated that Freder-

Serbs invite investigation 
of ‘concentration camps’

SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina 
— Muslim-led forces battled Wednes- 
day to break the Serb stranglehold on 
the city, and the United States again 
called on the U.N. to investigate re- 
ports of mass executions at detention 
camps in Bosnia-Herzegovina. 

The leader of Bosnia’s Serbs denied 
his forces were operating concentra- 
tion camps and invited international 
agencies to see for themselves. 

The Muslim-led Bosnian govern- 
ment also invited the United Nations, 
Red Cross and journalists to inspect 
its prisoner-of-war camps. 

Recent reports about the camps 
have focused on Serbs, but a Red 
Cross official in Croatia said Wednes- 
day that “all three parties in the war” 
— ethnic Muslims, Serbs and Croats 
— have detention camps. She said 
there were food shortages and poor 
hygienic conditions at some camps, 
but would not comment on allegations 
that prisoners had been killed. 

The Sarajevo district commander 
for Bosnian government forces, 


Mustafa Hajrulahovic, claimed 
Wednesday that his fighters had 
“taken up positions from which we 
can begin to unblock Sarajevo.” 

However, that appeared unlikely. 
Muslim forces are cut off from their 
own artillery, including howitzers, in 
Visoko and Travnik northwest of 
Sarajevo. 

As the counter-offensive  contin- 
ued, government officials became 
more angry and frustrated. 

“Our political position in the world 
so far has been to sit, wait and drink 
coffee, waiting for Western military 
intervention,” said Hajrudin Somun, 
a Bosnian presidency official, explain- 
ing the offensive. “How long were we 
supposed to wait? . 

In Geneva, Morris B. Abram, the 
U.S. ambassador to the U.N. Human 
Rights Commission, called for an ur- 
gent meeting to study allegations of 
“potentially massive human rights vi- 
olations.” 

“There have been reports of citi- 


zens being rounded up and summarily

New Faculty Center

BYU’s Faculty Center is launch- 
ing a renewed effort to increase the 
quality of undergraduate teaching. 

J. Bonner Ritchie, associate direc- 
tor of the Faculty Center, said “It’s a 
very intense and challenging period 
for universities.” Ritchie said there 
has been a lot of pressure for more 
publication by university faculty, 
which causes attention to divert 
from teaching to research. There- 
fore, the Faculty Center’s primary 
emphasis is the vigorous support of 
teaching. 

The Faculty Center has three 
main efforts: coordination, advocacy 
and collegiality. 

The Faculty Center and individual 
colleges work together on a coordi- 
nating council made up of associate 
deans or directors from each college 
on campus, Ritchie said. Changes, 
suggestions and improvements are 
brought about from the Council. 

The Faculty Center is also devel- 
oping a small library of books and 
periodicals on faculty development 
and is compiling a handbook of cam- 
pus services available to faculty in- 
terested in improving their effec- 
tiveness in reueuing: Ritchie said. A 
key part of the library will be a set of 
videotaped examples of some of 
BYU’s master teachers in a variety 
of fields. 

The LDS Motion Picture Studio 
has been commissioned to help the 
center with this project. Ritchie said 
a faculty resource guide will also be

to help improve 
quality of teaching 


compiled suggesting appropriate 
actions teachers should take when 
approached with concerns of stu- 
dents, such as ineffective study 
habits, health problems and emo- 
tional distress. 

Ritchie said the Faculty Center 
serves as a campus advocate and 
instructional center for effective 
practices in teaching, research, 
service, faculty development and 
faculty evaluation. A series of sem- 
inars are now being organized for 
new faculty members for Fall 
Semester. The new faculty will 
meet every two weeks for instruc- 
tion on how to be effective in 
achieving research as well as ade- 
quate teaching in the classroom. 

Additional seminars will be 
given on time management for pro- 
fessors and education on the use of 
available high-tech instruction fa- 
cilities for the purpose of saving 
time and improving instruction. 

Collegiality, the third main ef- 
fort of the Faculty Center, is essen- 
tial but hard to build, Ritchie said. 
“We need collegial relationships in 
the university.” 

A new faculty evaluation docu- 
ment will begin this Fall, with 
three main areas of focus: teaching, 
research and citizenship. 

There are other problems be- 
sides the need to reinforce vigorous 
undergraduate teaching at univer- 
sities, Ritchie said. University 
budgets are tight and half of the 
professors teaching will retire in 
the next 9 years, requiring a lot of 
new positions to be filled.

together to revive center

BYU has actually had a faculty 
center before, and the newly recre- 
ated center became a reality only af- 
ter two years of hard work by con- 
cerned faculty. 

Thomas J. DeLong, associate 
dean of General and Honors Educa- 
tion, said he and Donald K. Jarvis, 
director of the Faculty Center, at- 
tended a conference 18 months ago, 
The Professional and Organizational 
Development Network in Higher 
Education, for directors of faculty 
centers throughout the country. 

Lynn Sorenson-Pierce, adminis- 
trative assistant of the Faculty Cen- 
ter, said Jarvis had previously .at- 
tended the POD conference in 
October 1990 at Lake Tahoe when 
changes leading to the creation of the 
faculty center were already being 
considered. 

After the 1991 conference at- 
tended by DeLong and Jarvis, 
BYU’s administration showed a 
great deal of interest in preliminary 


discussions about funding a center, 
Sorenson-Pierce said. 

Jarvis was given university 
funds to do a nationwide study on 
faculty development, and he com- 
piled a book titled 
“Junior Faculty Development,” 
published in the summer of 1991, 
Sorenson-Pierce said. 

During the time of Jarvis’ re- 
search and data gathering for his 
book, a proposal under the direc- 
tion of General and Honors Educa- 
tion was submitted to the Board of 
Trustees, which included the joint 
efforts of Jarvis, DeLong, addi- 
tional faculty members and Todd 
A. Britsch, associate academic vice 
president. DeLong said there was 
unanimous support from the ad- 
ministration. 

J. Bonner Ritchie, associate di- 
rector of the Faculty Center, said 
they’re looking at some possibili- 
ties of a new location for the center. 
“We would like a place central to 
campus,” Ritchie said. The Faculty 
Center is currently located in the 
Heber J. Grant Building. 
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Satellite snagged; experiment abandoned 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. — Atlantis’ astronauts on Wednesday aban- 
doned an experiment to generate electricity with a tethered satellite, but 
reeled in the half-ton metal ball without having to make an emergency space- 
walk. 

The astronauts cleared a snag in a wire-and-fiber cord linking the satellite to 
the shuttle and retrieved the craft from where it was stuck, 750 feet above the 
shuttle. 

The satellite slid neatly into its docking ring on the four-story tower in the 
shuttle cargo bay and was locked into place. 

“The Dream Team has nothing on you. You hit the hoop,” Mission Control 
told the astronauts, referring to the U.S. Olympic basketball team. 

It took an hour for the seven astronauts to reel in the satellite, during which 
time Atlantis traveled more than halfway around the world. 

Once the craft was secured, the relieved astronauts played a tape of Han- 
del’s “Hallelujah Chorus” for Mission Control. “It shows how we feel and I 
think I’m sure how you feel about the situation now, too,” said shuttle 
commander Loren Shriver. 


Bank investors seek LDS officials’ records 


SALT LAKE CITY — Investors who say they lost millions in a scheme 
involving Zions First National Bank want Churehof Jestis°CHPSt of Latter- 
day Saints leaders President Gordon B. Hinckley and Elder Boyd K. Packer to 
turn over diaries, calendars and other records. 

The two were directors of the bank when CFS Financial Corp. began to 
collapse in the mid-1980s. The investment firm promoted real estate, limited 
partnerships and other ventures that allegedly lost $28 million in pension 
investments. 

U.S. District Court documents state that President Hinckley’s records are 
targeted because he personally learned as early as October 1984 from the late 
Steve Christensen, a CFS partner, that CFS was in financial trouble. 

Jesse Trentadue, a Salt Lake City attorney representing 30 investors in 
their lawsuit against Zions, argued Tuesday that President Hinckley was 
obligated to tell Zions that CFS was failing so the bank could inform investors 
that the firm was a risky venture. 


Reagan not target of probe, lawyer says 


WASHINGTON — Iran-Contra prosecutor Lawrence M. Walsh has told 
former President Reagan that he is considered only a witness, not a target, in 
the 5 '/2-year criminal investigation of the arms-for-hostages scandal, Rea- 
gan’s lawyer said Tuesday night. 

Attorney Theodore B. Olson said the letter, sent last week, stated simply 
that Walsh’s office “regards President Reagan as simply a witness and not as a 
subject or target” in the investigation. 

In Justice Department legal terminology, a subject is someone whose activi- 
ties fall within the scope of a grand jury investigation. A target is someone who 
is likely to be indicted. 

Under questioning, Olson conceded that because the criminal investigation 
is continuing, it is still “theoretically possible” that Walsh could change his 
mind about Reagan’s status. But he said it is highly unlikely, in view of the fact 
that Walsh has “worked diligently for 5 1/2 years to scour and scour and leave no 
stone unturned.” 


Business prospects declining, Fed says 


WASHINGTON — The Federal Reserve downgraded its assessment of 
business prospects around the country Wednesday, with Fed Chair Alan 
Greenspan conceding that the economic recovery is “quite minimal.” 

In its latest nationwide survey of the economy, the Fed declared that 
“economic activity has been uneven” in recent weeks with some pockets of 
strength but many more areas where activity is stagnant or declining. 

The new Fed survey of its 12 regional banks was in stark contrast to a 
review just seven weeks ago that had sounded the most optimistic assessment 
of the economy’s prospects since the recession began in July 1990. 

Since that report the national unemployment rate has shot up to an eight- 
year high of 7.8 percent, and a variety of statistics has flashed warning signals 
that this year’s rebound could be in danger of stalling out, just as a similar 
recovery did in 1991. 

Greenspan, testifying before Congress on Wednesday, insisted that the 
economy is still advancing but said “there are definitely very significant 
pressures which are holding the economy back.” 

He said this year’s weakness is not as severe as last year’s when the

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Salary jump for Utah teachers 
called cost of living increase

Utah public school teachers re- 
ceived an average 7.3 percent in- 
crease in salary in the 1991-92 school 
year, according to a report from the 
Utah Foundation for Teachers. 

“It’s somewhat of a cost of living 
increase,” said Michael Christensen, 
director of the foundation. 

Christensen said Utah teachers’ 
salaries are actually about 7 percent 
below the national average. In other 
fields in Utah, wages average about 6 
percent below the national average. 

Christensen said the increase in 
teachers’ salaries can be attributed to 
two areas: schedule increases and in- 


crement increases. 

Schedule increases provided 3.7 
percent of the Utah teacher wage 
raise. Schedule increases are negoti- 
ated with local and state government 
officials at the beginning of each new 
school year. 

The remaining 3.6 percent came 
from increment increases, Chris- 
tensen said. Increments vary from 
school to school and govern how 
quickly teachers rise to the top of 
their respective salary brackets. In 
Provo, for example, it takes seven 
years to reach maximum salary, 
whereas in Davis County it takes 14 
years.

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Public can unearth history 
at Strawberry Valley site

The public can really dig into this. 
Anyone interested is invited to help 
excavate military sites and watch mil- 
itary reenactments in the Strawberry 
Valley from Friday through Sunday. 

The sites being excavated are re- 
manents of the second largest mili- 
tary maneuvers held in the West at 
the time, according to Loyal Clark, a 
public information officer for Uinta 
National Forest. In 1888, 700 cavalry 
and infantry members from Fort 
Douglas and Fort Duchesne were 
sent to the Strawberry Valley for mil- 
itary maneuvers. 

“Last year our forest archaeologist 
found some buttons and glass lying

on the encampments last. year,” 
Clark said. Exact dates of occupation 
are still being researched. The esti- 
mated time of occupation in the valley 
is no more than a couple months, she 
said. 

“We've found remanents of a boot, 
a beer bottle that was still completely 
intact, coins that were used in that 
time period and some insignias off the 
soldier’s uniforms. It’s really very ex- 
citing,” Clark said. “Members of the 
public can come help in the excava- 
tion, watch the reenactments, go to 
the visitor’s center and just look 
around.” 

There will be a group of Civil War 
re-enactors performing Saturday and 
Sunday. Members of this group are 
volunteers from the Utah Valley area 
who are interested in the historical 
and cultural aspects of society, Clark 
said. Members of the group have uni- 
forms and arms from the time period 
and will be performing all day Satur- 
day and Sunday. 

Visitors are also invited to a “Site 
Open House,” where they can hear 
stories of the life of a soldier from 
members of the Utah Civil War Asso- 
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ciation and the Army of the West, 
Second Calvary. 

“This dig is part of a national pro- 
ject with the forest service, called ‘A 
Passport in Time.’ The program was 
designed to help the public become 
involved in the protection of cultural 
resource sites,” Clark said. 

Throughout the country there are 
many different types of excavations. 
In Southern Utah, the forest service 
is working on Indian sites. “We just 
hired our forest archaeologist, so 
we're not exactly sure what we have 
out there,” Clark said. 

The forest service will provide all 
the tools necessary for the planned 
excavation. “People only need to 
bring themselves and clothes they can 
get dirty in,’ 


The encampment site is off the Straw- 
berry River Road, 20 miles southeast 
of Heber City on Highway 40. 
Specific directions and additional in- 
formation may be obtained at the 
Strawberry Visitor’s Center on High- 
way 40 or the Uinta National Forest 
office in Provo. : 
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Christensen said. The program was 
instigated in the early 1980s as an 
incentive to increase the quality of 
teaching in Utah schools. 

“Most states don’t have any pro- 
gram like this,” Christensen said. 

“Teachers are eligible for the pro- 
gram funding through developing 
special projects or new programs. 
There are many ways teachers can 
get the funding.” 

The State Office of Education com- 
putes an average wage increase for 
teachers of $1,841 as a result of the 
career-ladder program. 

Teachers also have the option of 
raising their salaries by continuing 
their education or completing gradu- 
ate degrees.

Still in the chase for American 
medals was the two-time defending 
Olympic champion men’s volleyball 
team, which defeated the Unified 
Team 12-15, 15-4, 15-10, 15-11, ad- 
vancing to the semifinals against 
Brazil on Friday.

World champion Marie-Jose Perec 
of France won the women’s 400-meter 
gold, and Sally Gunnell of Britain 
caught Sandra Farmer-Patrick of 
Austin, Texas, with about 100 left to 
win the women’s 400-meter hurdles. 

William Tanui and Nixon Kiprotich 
gave Kenya a 1-2 sweep in the 800- 
meter final, and Johnny Gray of Los 
Angeles won the bronze. 

Romas Ubartas won the discus 
with a throw of 213-8, giving Lithua- 
nia its first medal.

cles, will disappear permanently. The 
lot west of the Widtsoe Building will 
be closed temporarily and the parking 
lot west of the Benjamin Cluff Jr. 
Plant Science Laboratory on 800 
North will also be out of service dur- 
ing the project as well. 

Traffic from 700 East will be al- 
lowed to flow onto 900 East and East 
Campus Drive, but vehicles will not 
be able to drive through the ciosed 
area, Harker said. 

Another major phase of the project 
will be the removal of four BYU- 
owned homes south of the Widtsoe 
Building to allow for new sewer lines 
to be extended from the Widtsoe 
Building to 800 North. 

These homes were used as lan- 
guage houses, but a new language 
house has already been completed 
near Wymount Terrace. 

BYU is in the middle of the ap- 
proval process, Harker said. The 
planning of the building and the util- 


ity line project has been approved, 
but the construction of the building 
will not be until later, he said. 

The construction for the tentative 
150,000-square-foot science building 
should be under way in the spring, 
Harker said, which will also disrupt 
traffic on Campus Drive. 

The new building is part of a larger 
project that will include a staged ren- 
ovation of the Carl F. Eyring Science 
Center, which is a three-year project 
that will begin after the completion of 
the new science building, Harker 
said. 

The science building will be built 
immediately east of the Joseph Smith 
Memorial Building and will be set on 
what is now West Campus Drive. 

State-of-the-art facilities provided 
by these two projects will greatly 
benefit the teaching and research ac- 
tivities of the College of Physical and 
Mathematical Sciences, according to 
Academic Vice President Todd A. 
Britsch.

Male dancer

Delicate ballerinas with pink 
leotards and toe shoes may be the 
image that comes to mind when think- 
ing of ballet.
